There is something in it whit 
lume nr.ure,—the instinctive sense 
‘every man occasionally entertains of his 
own nothingness before the Almiglity,—

G TRAGEDY. 
From the {Cleveland Herald, 

At half-past 12 o'clock on Monday 
morning a terrible tragedy occurred at 
the Lake.View House, atthe corner 0

(One of our staff bas received @ letter from 

1 frlend who has been employed on the Union 

Pacific Railroad, It is dated from Separ~ 

ation, Wyoming Territory, which place is 

fsbout 203 miles to the weet of Cheyenne. He 
says: 

"The company are far behind in paying the 

labourers employed on the road, and they have 

reduced the number of employees. In thi 

Uivision they have not paid anything for thrce 

months, and on the divisions near to Omaha 

they are five months behind. The Company 
have diecharged thelr hands without paying 
thean, aud bave declined to pass the men over 

the road from one division to the other, 50 

that they are shut out fiom a chance of’ ob- 

taining work. Many of the men are without 
fands, and are obliged to beg for bread, as 
well as travel through m country peopled 
with hostile Indians to oUtaia work.
